In 2020, the claimant filed another request for further review, citing Rule 59 of the Federal
Rules of Civil Procedure, which we treated as a request for reconsideration and denied. 
Here, the claimant seeks reconsideration of our second denial of reconsideration.

“The Board’s rules do not allow for seriatim reconsideration requests.”  Samuel C.
Parshall, CBCA 6940-TRAV, 20-1 BCA ¶ 37,710.  The Board has given the claimant a full
opportunity to be heard.  We dismiss this request for reconsideration and will accept no
further filings asking us to reconsider our decision on the claim at issue.
